Schools  commencing 
after  November  first  are  called  winter  schools. 

Whole  number  of  scholars  attending  schools  during  the  year, 
484  ;  average  attendance,  404  ;  total  number  of  different  schol- 
ars, 308.  The  whole  length  of  summer  schools,  218  4-5  weeks  ; 
average  length  of  summer  schools,  9  52-55  weeks.  The  whole 
length  of  winter  schools,  79  2-5  weeks  ;  average  length  of  win- 
ter schools,  11  12-35  weeks. 

Whole  number  attending  to  each  ef  the  following  studies  as 
follows :  Reading,  483  ;  spelling,  484 ;  penmanship,  2G2  ; 
arithmetic,  365  ;  grammar,  94  ;  geography,  15G  ;  history',  13  ; 
algebra,   18;  philosophy,   17;  physiology,  1;  composition,  33. 

The  amount  raised  by  town  for  school  purposes  is  $1300.50  ; 
literary  fund,  $124.69  ;     Amount  of  school  money,  $1425.19. 

District  No.  1. 

Committee,  Sylvester  F.  French;  Miss  Mary  A.  .Jenkins  of 
Barnstead,  teacher.  When  visited,  this  school  appeared  well, 
and  at  the  close  the  few  present  showed  a  fair  improvement. 

The  school-house  is  rather  uninviting,  proving  that  tlie  par- 
ents are  not  as  interested  as  they  should  be.  Wages,  $17; 
whole  number  of  scholars,  18;  average  attendance,  12. 
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Second  term,  of  nine  weeks,  taught  b\'  Miss  Ida  G.  Bickford. 
Wliole  number  of  scholars,  18  ;  average  attendance,  13  ;  wages, 
$19.  A  storm  preveated  a  second  visit,  consequently  i)rogress 
cannot  be  reported. 

District  No.  2. 

Committee,  Thomas  Lane.  One  term,  of  twelve  weeks, 
taught  by  Miss  Laura  Ayers  of  Barastead.  Whole  number  of 
scholars,  21;  average  attendance,  18;  wages,  $23.  Miss 
Ayers  is  a  very  faithful  teacher  ;  thoroughness  in  instruction 
was  her  object.     The  progress  and  order  were  satisfactory. 


District  No.  3. 

Committee,  Luther  Paige.  First  term,  of  seven  weeks,  taught 
by  Miss  Lilla  B.  Robinson.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  8  ;  av- 
erage, 7  ;  wages,  $16.  This  was  Miss  Robinson's  first  attempt 
at  teaching.  The  scholars  appeared  quite  well  and  made  fair 
progress,  but  thoroughness  was  wanting.  Order  medium.  A 
new  school-house  is  needed. 

Second  term,  of  eleven  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Almina  Quim- 
by.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  12  ;  average  attendance,  10  ; 
wages,  $18.  Miss  Quimby's  educational  qualifications  were 
equal  to  her  work.  She  labored  hard  for  the  advancement  of 
her  pupils,  but  a  litUe  more  firmness  would  have  rendered  her 
etforts  more  successful. 

District  No.  4. 

Committee.  Charles  P.  Sargent.  One  term,  of  fifteen  weeks, 
taught  by  Miss  M.  Anna  Sleeper  of  Loudon.  Whole  number 
of  scholars,  24  ;  average  attendance,  It);  wages,  $18.  Miss 
Sleeper  tried  to  do  all  rhe  could  for  the  progress  and  improve- 
ment of  her  scholars,  and  her  eftbrts  were  attended  with  fair 
success.     Order  fair. 
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District  No.  5. 

Committee,  John  S.  Paige.  First  term,  of  seven  weeks, 
taught  by  Miss  Laura  A\ers  of  Barnstead.  Whole  number  of 
scholars,  24  ;  average  attendance,  21  ;  wages,  $18.  This  is  the 
second  term  this  teacher  has  had  charge  of  this  school,  which  is 
good  proof  that  she  gave  satisfaction.  I  think,  as  a  whole,  the 
school  manifested  a  good  degree  of  industry  iu  the  exercises  of 
the  examination.     Order  excellent. 

Second  term,  of  eleven  weeks,  taught  b}-  Miss  Julia  M.  Rob- 
insoii  ofGilmanton.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  29;  average, 
21  ;  wages,  !$19.  The  teacher's  duties  in  this  school  were 
wearing,  but  she  labored  assiduously  for  the  advancement  of 
her  pnpils,  yet  there  was  not  that  degree  of  thoroughness  man- 
ifested, on  the  part  of  the  scholars,  as  we  should  like  to  have 
witnessed.  The  teacher,  with  more  experience,  will  see  where- 
in she  can  make  an  improvement  in  this  respect. 

District  No.  (>. 

Committee,  Edwin  H.  Shannon.  One  term,  of  fourteen 
weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Mary  C.  Burgess  of  Boston.  Whole 
number  of  scholars,  15  ;  average  attendance,  10  ;  wages,  $20. 
Miss  Burgess  has  tauglit  here  several  terms.  This  fact  speaks 
well  for  her  as  a  teacher.  The  closing  examination  showed 
good  progress  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  principles  gone 
over.  A  little  girl,  live  years  old,  spelled  a  long  list  of  quite 
difficult  words. 

District  No.  7. 

Committee,  Mrs.  Jonathan  Young.  One  term,  of  twelve 
weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Lilla  B.  Robinson.  Whole  number  of 
scholars,  11;  average  attendance,  6 ;  wages,  $14.60.  Miss 
Robinson  was  very  quiet  and  modest.  I  think  a  little  more 
energy  would  have  added  to  the  interest  of  the  school.  Scholars 
appeared  courteous  and  kind.  Good  order  was  secured  with- 
out any  apparent  effort  on  the  part  of  the  teacher.  Progress 
fair. 
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District  No.  8. 

Committee,  Mathias  Weeks.  First  term,  of  eight  weeks, 
taught  b}'  Miss  Fidelia  Willarrl.  Whole  number  of  scholars, 
13;  average  atteudance,  11;  wages,  $8.  We  did  not  find  so 
much  to  excite  admiration  in  this  school  as  could  be  wished. 
Order  should  have  been  better.  We  find  some  very  bright,  ac- 
tive scholars  if  properly  managed. 

Second  term,  of  twelve  weeks,  taught  by  Mr.  Jesse  F.  Weeks 
ofGilmanton.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  16;  average  attend- 
ance, 14 ;  wages,  $16.  We  think  the  efforts  of  this  teacher 
were  attended  with  satisfactory  results,  but  he  labored  under  a 
great  disadvantage,  that  of  teaching  in  his  own  district. 

District  No.  9. 

Committee,  Charles  E.  Merrill.  First  terra,  of  eight  weeks, 
taught  by  Miss  Julia  F.  Glidden  of  Gilmanton.  Whole  num- 
ber of  scholars,  24  ;  average,  16  ;  wages  not  reported.  This 
school  is  composed  mostly  of  small  scholars,  but  under  the  in- 
struction of  Miss  Glidden,  I  cousider  it  a  success  in  everv  re- 
spect. Rhetorical  exercises  were  a  pleasing  feature.  Order 
good.  Miss  Glidden  bids  f;iir,  with  experience,  to  become  a 
first-class  teacher. 

Second  term,  of  sixteen  weeks,  taught  b}"  Miss  Lilla  M.  Cass 
of  Tilton.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  36  ;  average,  2o  ;  wages, 
$24.  Miss  Cass'  kind  and  familiar  manner  with  her  pupils 
made  her  loved  and  respected.  Discipline  of  the  school  good. 
I  consider  this  term  as  satisfactor}'  to  all  connected  with  the 
school. 

District  No.  10. 

Committee,  Artemas  F.  Rogers.  First  term,  of  eight  weeks: 
whole  number  of  scholars,  12  ;  average,  10  ;  wages,  $8.

Mrs.  Jennie  M.  Potter, 
teacher  of  both  terms.  A  school  of  small  scholars,  who  ap- 
peared rather  i-estless.     The  teacher  seemed  mild  in  her  govern- 
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ment,  and   the   scholars  appeared  much  attached  to  her.     The 
improvement  was  good.

Committee,  Mark  A.  Dennett.  One  term,  of  lifteen  weeks, 
taught  by  Miss  Cora  B.  Gale  of  Gilmanton.  This  is  a  small 
school,  but  one  in  which  both  teacher  and  scholars  were  wide 
awake.  Miss  Gale  labored  faithfully  and  the  scholars  were  in- 
dustrious. Progress  very  good.  Whole  number  of  scholars  6  ; 
average,  4  ;  wages,  $18. 

District  No.  12. 

Committee,  Edwin  S.  Nelson.  First  term,  of  eight  weeks : 
whole  number  of  scholars,  9  ;  average,  8  3-8  ;  wages  not  re- 
ported. 

Second  term,  of  ten  weeks :  whole  number  of  scholars,  9  ; 
average,  8  13-25.  Mr.  Fremont  Goodwin  of  Gilmanton.  teach- 
er of  both  terms.  This  is  a  small  school,  but  a  good  one,  and 
was  pleasantly  managed  b}^  Mr.  Goodwin.  The  examination 
showed  good  progress  in  all  the  studies  pursued,  which  proved 
teacher  and  scholars  to  have  been  diligent.  One  little  boy  had 
learned  to  read  and  spell  finely,  and  is  entitled  to  the  honor  of 
being  the  best  boy  reader  of  his  age  in  any  school.  This 
teacher  seemed  to  be  the  right  person  in  the  right  place. 

District  No.  13. 

Committee,  Jasper  R.  Mudgett.  First  term,  of  eight  weeks, 
taught  by  Miss  Susie  A.  Smith.  Whole  number  of  scholars, 
14  ;  average,  12  ;  wages,  $12.  Miss  Smith  has  the  advantage 
of  great  experience,  consequently,  under  her  management  the 
pupils  made  commendable  progress.  Love  and  good  will 
seemed  to  exist  between  teacher  and  scholars. 

Second  term,  of  eight  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Ellen  M.  Mason 
of  Loudon.  Whole  numljcr  of  scholars,  15;  average,  14; 
wages,  $20.  This  ^Yas  Miss  Mason's  first  school,  and,  we 
think  in  some  schools   she  might  have  succeeded  better,  but  it 
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was  quite  evident  she  was  not  tlie  right  teacher  in  the  right 
school,  consequently  the  improvement  was  not  satisfactory. 
Allowance  should  be  made  for  her  inexperience. 

District  No,  14. 

Committee,  Moses  Heywood.  First  term,  of  eight  weeks, 
taught  by  Miss  Carrie  M.  Sargeant  of  Gilmanton.  AVhole 
number  of  scholars,  17;  average,  15;  wages,  $12.  The  schol- 
ars seemed  studious  and  attentive.  The  teacher  Avas  much  in- 
terested in  her  work,  and.  as  the  result  of  her  efforts,  good  sat- 
isfaction was  given.     Order  good. 

Second  term,  of  nine  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Julia  M.  Robin- 
son. Wages,  $12  ;  whole  number  of  scholars,  17  ;  average,  15. 
Visited  this  school  at  commencement,  but,  not  receiving  notice 
of  its  close  in  season,  cannot  report  the  progress. 

District  No.  15. 

Committee,  George  W.  Adams.  One  term,  of  ten  weeks, 
taught  by  Miss  Laura  Aj^ers  of  Barnstead.  Wages,  $19  ; 
whole  number  of  scholars,  17  ;  average,  15.  The  progress  of 
this  school  was  very  praiseworth}'.  Everyone  was  wide  awake 
to  his  duty.     Order  without  fault. 

District  No.  16. 

Committee,  Nehemiah  L.  Marsh.  First,  term,  of  six  weeks : 
whole  number  of  scholars,  6  ;  average,  5  5-6  ;  wages,  $15.20. 

Second  term,  of  eleven  and  four  ftffchs  weeks  :  wages,  $15.20  ; 
whole  number  of  scholars,  8  ;  average  7.  Mr.  Frank  N.  Mer- 
rill of  Gilmanton,  teacher  of  both  terms.  Mr.  Merrill  labored 
hard  and  faithfully  for  the  advancement  of  his  pupils,  and  was 
amply  rewarded  by  his  success.

REMARKS 


I  have  endeavored,  in  the  foregoing  Report,  to  give  such 
information  respecting  each  school  as  was  thought  necessary. 

I  may  have  spoken  plainly  in  some  cases,  but  I  hope  it  will 
prove,  as  was  intended  a  benefit  to  those  of  whom  it  was 
spoken.  We  have  had  a  good  corps  of  teachers,  who  have 
labored  hard  ;  and  j'our  Committee  thinks  the  schools  have 
been  attended  with  more  than  the  usual  measure  of  prosperity, 
although  more  improvement  should  be  our  motto. 

In  a  few  instances  there  has  been  a  lack  of  discipline  ;  order 
should  be  the  first  law,  for  where  it  is  not  maintained  in  our 
schools,  the  mone}'  expended  is  worse  than  wasted. 

A  majorit}'  of  the  closing  examinations  were  witnessed  by 
parents  and  friends,  which  made  the  occasion  much  more 
interesting.  Will  not  parents  make  a  greater  effort  to  visit 
their  schools  often,  and,  by  their  most  hearty  co-operation  with 
the  teachers,  make  their  schools  all  they  should  be? 

The  most  of  our  school-houses  are  good,  and  well  supplied 
with  blackboards ;  but  globes,  thermometers,  and  some  other 
fixtures  necessary  for  the  school-room,  are  wanting. 
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All  have  ray  sincere  thanks  for  their  kindness  to  me  in  my 
laborious  and  delicate  work  ;  and,  in  closing,  I  ask  the  charity 
of  all.
